Q—I have an ingrowing 


toenail. What is the best 
treatment for it? 


A—Since 
Ingrowing toe- 


nails are caused by tight 
shoes and socks, the first step 
in treatment is to eliminate 
this factor. Improper cutting 
of the nails will aggravate 
your problem. The nails must 
be cut straight across. You 
should also place a small 
wisp of cotton under both cor- 
ners of the nail. 


Ingrowing toenails are also 


made worse by moisture and 
an accumulation of dirt under 
the nails. Wash your feet and 
change your socks daily and, 
if they tend to perspire ex- 
cessively, dust powdered alum 
in your shoes every morning. 


If these simple measures do 


not give you relief you should 
either wear open-toed san- 
dals or have your surgeon re- 
move the section of the nail 
that is curled inward. This 
operation will give only tem- 
porary relief unless the nail- 
bed under the skin of your 
toe on the involved side is 
completely destroyed.

our editor's stint was mis- 
sing the first three days of 
this week - and for good 


reason. A week ago we turned 
out four process color produc- 
tions, operating the Berkey sep- 
arator with no outside help, and 
were tied up the forepart of this 
week preparing the material for 
publication. 


The first of these productions 


will be printed on this page tom- 
orrow- two eight • column shots 
of the Hot Springs horse races. 
This will be the fourth of The 
Star's four-color picture layouts. 
But on the earlier three our Berk- 
ey machine was operated by out- 
of-town experts- this time we're 
on our own. I ran the Berkey, 
with Billy Dan Jones, mechan- 
ical superintendent, sitting in on 
the run; so you'll know where 
to put the blame if the result 
is less than perfect. 


Of our four home-town pro- 


ductions two came out O.K. at 
the first try— the horse-race sub- 
ject to be published this Friday; 
and our 1965 White River fish- 
ing float, published in black and 
white in October 1965, now re- 
peated in process color. It will 
be printed next week in a seven- 
column layout. Heretofore we 
have been worklngfrom4x5Ekta- 
chrome transparencies, but with 
the White River production we 
advance to 35mm. Kodachrome, 
putting ; "frames" on one set 
of page-size negatives. 


We had technical trouble with 


the other two of the four color 
runs, and are remaking them for 
publication later on. So even if 
tomorrow's color is O.K. we are 
still batting only 50-50-but it's 
better that way than having to 
rely on outside talent. And we 
never would have bought the Ber- 
key if we hadn't planned to run 
it with our own staff. 


hare we go again in the "back 


40." You may recall the mis- 
adventure of last spring when 
my pair of Canada geese and 
pair of domestic white ones had 
a community nest.

the patriotism of those who dif- 
fer on policy Is being ques- 
tioned. 


Hatfleld told a Yale audience 


in New Haven, Conn., Wednes- 
day night that "those who dare

He knew the Clutter fa- 
mily and witnessed the hanging 
of the two murderers. He is un- 
derstandably weary of the sev- 
en-year-old case. 


His objections go beyond a 


newsman's tiredness 
with a 


drawn«>ut story. 


"Some of us have resented the 


fact that out of this terrible 
tragedy many have found ave- 
nues for making a great deal of 
money," said Brown. He cited 
the "Invasion of privacy" of the 
surviving members of the Clut- 
ter family; two married daugh- 
ters live out of the state. 


The family's viewpoint was 


expressed In a letter to the Tele- 
gram last year when the Tru- 
man Capote book was a best- 
seller.

like President Johnson is going 
to get It every which way. 
Alabama's former governor. - 
George C. Wallace, the South1 s 
outstanding segregationist, is 
thinking of heading a third- 
party ticket in the 1068 presiden- 
tial race and believes, if be 
does, it would hurt the Demo- 
crats more than the Republi- 
cans. 


At the other extreme Dr. 


Martin Luther King, the civil 
rights apostle, is now busy 
trying to join the civil rights 
and antiwar-in-Vietnam move- 
ments into an antiwar bloc that 
will try to pressure Johnson into 
seeking peace. 


King talked at a news confer- 


ence 
at Cambridge, Mass., 


where a pamphlet, distributed 
at the conference, said, "We 
aim at more than changing a 
vote or two in Congress. We 
seek to defeat Lyndon Johnson 
and his war." 


On the CBS television pro- 


gram, 
"Face 
the Nation," 


Charles H. Percy who took his 
seat last January as a senator 
from Illinois, wasn't satisfied 
with the way Johnson Is han- 
dling the war although Percy's 
solution sounded confusing. 


In just about three months 


Percy has shot up to such prom- 
inence among Republicans that 
he Is being mentioned as a pos- 
sible candidate for his party 
against Johnson next year. 


He said the United States 


should press for more participa- 
tion by its Asian allies in the 
war and should not take "no" 
for an answer. 


"There ought to be a limit," 


he explained, "where we say: 
This Is how far we'll go and no 
farther unless you provide the 
support and help from Asia it- 
self that can keep the effort 
going." 


"Suppose 4he answer is no?" 
< 


he was asked. 
< 


"I don't think that's an ac- 
ceptable answer," Percy said. 
But that really wasn't answer- 
ing the question. And then, 
while urging a limitation on the 
American effort, he insisted the 
United States should not reduce 
or withdraw its present forces 
in Vietnam. 


But if the allies won't do any 


more, and If the United States 
shouldn't go further If the allies 
won't do any more, but the 
United States should not reduce 
its forces, what should It do to 
win, 
since it hasn't won yet? 


He also suggested the bomb- 


ing of North Vietnam be limited 
rather than expanded. He said 
escalating 
the bombing de- 


creases the chances for peace 
but he favors a continuance of 
the bombing. 


Earlier this month King was 


saying that getting the civil 
rights and antiwar movements 
to work together to end the war 
was not a "fusion" of the two 
forces but only a "coalition," 
which happens to mean "fu- 
sion."

There was a strong reaction 


against King's proposal by other 
civil 
rights 
groups 
which 


warned that the civil rights ef- 
fort would be weakened by Unk- 
ing it with antiwar sentiment. 


Sunday he was asked if he 


thought his peace activities had 
hurt his work for civil rights 
and said, "I think my Mure to 
work for peace would have hurt 
it more," 


This is questionable, for only 


Sunday the head of the House 
Judiciary 
Committee, Rep, 


Emanuel Celler, D»N,Y,, took & 
different view in a place where 
civil rights can be hurt: Con- 
gress, 


Celler 
said statements by 


King, and two Negro advocates 
of "black power," Stokely Car- 
miehael and Floyd McKissick, 
"have Injured severely the civil 
rights movement," 


He said 
their statements, 


along with a recent burning of 
the American flag during an 
antiwar demonstration in New 
York a week ago, had virtually 
killed chances to pass civil 
rights legislation now or la the 
immediate future, 


But King said Sunday the an, 


tlwar movement would get into 
politics at least to the extent of 
supporting peace candidates la 
locaJ elections but, since the 
pamphlet talked of defeating 
Johnson, King may be thinking 
la national terms, too, perhaps 
even of a fourth party.

Russia Won't 
Aid American 
Prisoners

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Soviet Union has turned down a 
U.S. request for a joint move to 
try to Improve the lot of Ameri- 
can prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam. 


The rebuff from Moscow this 


week Is interpreted in the State 
Department as fresh evidence 
of a toughening line on the part 
of the Soviet government in sup- 
port of North Vietnam. 
This marks a sharp swing 
away from the Soviet position in 
February when Premier Alexei 
N. Kpsygin, meeting with Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son In London, played an impor- 
tant role In seeking to get peace 
talks started. 


The peace mission failed and 


apparently the Soviets found the 
failure and their part in it em- 
barasslng because of their rival- 
ry with Communist China in 
opposing the United States and 
supporting Communist forces in 
Vietnam. 


Several days ago, U.S. offi- 


cials said today, th« United 
States isked th« Soviet gown* 
meftt to use Its good offices with 
the North Vietnamese govern* 
ment to bring about a change in 
the condition of the POWs - 
captured American airmen - 
held by North Vietnam, 


The soviet 
reply, officials 


said, boiled 
down to saying 


North Vietnam Is a sovereign 
country and the United States 
should take up Its problem with 
Hanoi 
directly, 
The 
United 


States does not recognize or 
have direct relations with Ha« 
noi, but officials said it already 
had addressed a new appeal to 
North Vietnam through the In- 
ternational Committee of the 
Red Cross. 


The 
State 
Department's 


figures through April 18 show 
128 American airmen confirmed 
as prisoners In North Vietnam, 
52 suspected, and 203 missing— 
a total of 383. 


A new wave of concern swept 


through the government here 
after 
publication recently of 


photographs of American POV/s 
by an American photographer 
permitted to visit Hanoi. The 
photographs 
and 
descriptions 


gave rise to official fears the 
men might have been subject to 
drugs or brainwashing. 


The United States has sent a 


number of approaches to North 
Vietnam in the past for freeing 
or exchanging prisoners or, fail- 
ing that, for allowing them to be 
visited by Red Cross or other 
representatives who could regu- 
larly observe their condition. 
In 
effect 
what the 
United 


States asked the Soviet govern- 
ment to do was support the ef- 
forts of the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross. 


Officials said Soviet coopera- 


tion in working as an intermedi- 
ary reached its peak at the time 
of the Kosygln-Wilson confer- 
ence which coincided with a lu- 
nar New Year cease-fire in 
Vietnam. The aim of proposals 
forwarded to Hanoi by Kosygin 
then was to try to find a basis 
for extending the truce and 
beginning active negotiations. 


Soviet Engineer 
Asks Asylum

killed his 32*yearoid wife with a 
muscle*relaxing drug to collect 
$65,000 life insurance and con* 
tinue a "life of luxury" as the 
husband of Mary Gibson, 39, a 
wealthy divorcee. 


Medical experts testified for 


the state that chemical tests on 
Carmela's exhumed body con- 
vinced them that death was 
caused by a toxic overdose of 
succinylcholine, a drug mainly 
used in surgery. 


The defense produced experts 


who said that nothing shown by 
the state could lead to any 
conclusion other than that the 
cause of death is unknown. 


Dr. Frank B. Cleveland, med- 


ical examiner of Cincinnati, tes- 
tified Wednesday as a rebuttal 
witness for the state that Car- 
mela's death was due to "intoxi- 
cation with succinylcholine." 


Cleveland, who examined tis- 


sue and photographs of the al- 
leged injection site, said that in 
his opinion Carmela was alive 
when injected and died "in a 
relatively short period of time 
— an hour or less." 


Defense Attorney F. Lee Bail- 


ey asked Cleveland whether he 
based his opinion of a finding of 
4.5 milligrams of succinic acid 
in the woman's brain. 


"Yes," said Cleveland, "It 


was a significant finding. You 
normally would not find free 
succinic acid in the brain." 


Bailey recalled Dr. C. Joseph 


Umberger, chief toxicologist for 
the New York City medical ex- 
aminer, whose chemical analy- 
sis turned up the succinic acid, 
a component of succinylcholine. 


Umberger said he had never 


tested for the drug in a homi- 
cide case before. Bailey asked if 
he wasn't dealing in theory 
then. 


"I gave you theory which you 


didn't refute," said Umberger.

Coppolino, testified for the de- 
fense that Marjorie Farber, her 
son's former mistress, had told 
her more than once she "want- 
ed to marry Carl." 


The defense claims that Mrs. 


Farber, a 52-yearold widow, 
went to authorities after Coppo- 
lino spurned her in favor of 
Mary Gibson, and told them 
Carmela had been slain.

Religion 
Threat to 
School Aide

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


landmark federal aid to elemen- 
tary and secondary schools pro- 
gram, a cornerstone of Presi- 
dent Johnson's "Great Society," 
is threatened by an increasingly 
partisan crossfire with religious 
overtones. 


The House is to consider next 


week or the week after a $6.7- 
billion administration bill that 
would extend the program for 
another two years. It originally 
had been scheduled to come up 
last week, but a delay in the 
Rules Committee and the need 
by Democratic leaders to take 
more time to line up votes put it 
off. 


Now many Democrats feel the 


time is ripe to bring it up, and a 
leadership decision was expect- 
ed today on when to schedule it. 


The major issue is whether 


the federal government should 
continue to approve »which local 
education plans get the federal 
funds. 


Republicans want to give the 


money directly to the states and 
let them decide how it should be 
used. 


The GOP proposal would allo- 


cate 
the 
money differently 


among the states, with some of 
the 
big 
Northern industrial 


states such as New York, Cali- 
fornia and Illinois losing and 
smaller states gaining funds. 


While the administration bill 


is based on the number of poor 
people in each school district, 
the Republican measure would 
leave aid distribution to each 
state's discretion, except that 
half of the money would have to 
go for educationally deprived 
children. 


Complicating the problem for 


administration forces are the 
House's 50 to 60 Southern Demo- 
crats who favor less federal 
control over the funds — specifi- 
cally regulations relating to ra- 
cial 
integration 
of recipient 


school districts. 


But Democratic leaders be- 


lieve the more partisan the bat- 
tle gets, the better chance they 
have to keep Southern Demo- 
crat defections at a minimum. 


The 
Republican 
proposal, 


sponsored by Rep. Albert H. 
Quie of Minnesota, has raised 
once again the church-state is- 
sue that plagued education bills 
for years. 


Catholic leaders are con- 


cerned that private schools — 
mainly parochial — would be 
left out in the cold under the 
Quie proposal, They trooped up 
to Capitol Hill earlier this week 
to meet with the Republicans 
and were reassured — but not 
convinced. 


"We still have misgivings 


about it and must support the 
administration bill," said Msgr.

She drew chuckles With her 


reply when asked if she would 
apply for American citizenship: 


"Before the marriage there 


should be love. So if I should 
love this country and this coun- 
try will love me then the mar- 
riage will be settled. But I can- 
not say now." 


For most of the time she was 


serious, however, and, when she 
talked of her children, a son, 22, 
and daughter, 15, she left in 
Moscow, even somber. 


"I don't think something bad 


.will happen to them, because 
they don't deserve it," she said. 
"I don't think it (her defection) 
endangers them because they 
knew nothing of my plans. They 
are not guilty at all. They can- 
not be punished for anything." 


She said she was baptized into 


the Russian Orthodox Church in 
Moscow in May 1962. But, she 
said, there was nothing exclu- 
sive in her faith. Orthodoxy was 
the one "to which my parents 
and my ancestors belonged." 


"I believe that all religions 


are true, and different religions 
are only different ways to the 
same God. When I am talking 
about God, I am just talking 
about happiness to live and to 
enjoy life on this earth," she
